Though police informers may 
assist in the tracking and capture

for them to be brought forward 
as witnesses during a trial. This 
fact waa disctosed in: an arms 
case this morming. when two 
men who are belleved by the 


piracy aboard the Suiyick to 
be carried cul, were charged 
with being in possession of a 
revolver, two automatics and 331 
tuunds of ammoanition. The re 
volver was fally loaded. 

This case gives additional in- 
terest to the one we reported on 
Saturday, when faur other men 
arrested in snother raid were 
charged with being implicated in 
the piracy which resulted 
in the taking «way . of 
loot amounting in valus to 
$4,000. Further developments 
of = sensational character are 
predicted as likely to ensue from 
these two cases, it being reported 
that the police are still on the 
truck of the other members of the 

The raid that resulted in ‘the 
seizure of the arms which formed 
the subject of the presant case 
was carried out by Sergeant 
Shaftain on No. 189 Saiwanho, 
in the same district which 
witnessed the capture of the four 
alleged pirates. The first 
defendant, whoname is. Lee Fat, 
besides beinga No. | blacksmith 
at the Taikoo Dockyard, is the 
head ofa Benevolent Association 
particularly concerned in the 
welfareoftha poor. The second 
prisoner, Cheung Kwan, is a 
runner employed at a boarding- 
house. His defence was takencp 
by Mr. H.B.L. Deunys, who, in 
appearing before Mr. R. 
Lindsell this morning, 
that, in accordance with 
instructions, he entered 
8 plea of guilty to possession of 
the arms, a plea which he under- 
stood the police were prepared to 

accept. in whicb case the charge 
could be deasJt with immediately. 

Sergeant Shaftsio, replying to 
the Magistrate, said he was com- 
pelled, with. very_. great ree 
luctance, to accept the plea as 
it stood. The information he 
bad received. was that the 
arms belonged not ta the seconi 
defendant, Cheung Kwan, as wes 
claimed, bat tothe first prisoner, 
As far ashe was concerned. the 
Sergeant said that the presence 
of the arms under the bed in 
which they were found was 
known to both men. He might 
add the: the serious feature ‘of 
the case was that there was a 
connection between the men and 
the Suiyick piracy. 

Mr. Dennys put in an objection 
ito what he termed as the ex-parte 
nature of the officer's statement.
